By my message of the 25th, the Congress 
was informed of the situation and I rec- 
ommended formal declaration of the ex- 
istence of a state of war between the United 
States ari Spain. The Congress accordirgly 
voted on the same day the act approved 
April 25, 1898, declarin the existence of 
such war from and including the 2ist day 
of April and re-enacted the provision of the 
resolution of April 20 directing the Presi- 
dent to use all the armed forces of the 
nation to carry that act tnto effect. Due 
notification. .of the existence of war ag afore- 
said was given April 25 by telegraph to al! 
the governments with which the United 
States maintain relations, in order that 
their neutrality might be assured during 
the war. The various governments respond- 
ed with proclamations of neutrality, each 
after its own methods. It is not among the 
least gratifying tncidents of the struggle 
that the ebligations of neutrality were im- 
partially discharged by all; often under dell- 
cate and difficult circumstances. 

In further fulfillment of international 
duty I issued April 26 a proclamation an- 
nouncing the treatment proposed to be ac- 
corded to vessels and their cargoes ag to 
blockade, fontraband, thé exercise of the 
right of subjects and the immunity of neu- 
tral goods under enemy's flag. A similar 
proclamation was made by the Spanish 
sovernment In the conduct of hostilities 
the rules of the declaration of Paris, !n- 
cluding abstention from resort to privateer- 
ing, have accordingly been observed. by

In. the 
meantime and until the Congress has legislated otherwise it will be my duty te 
continue the military Governments which have existed since our occupation, and 
give to the people eecurity in life and property and encouragement under @ just 
and beneficent rule. 

“As soon as we are in possession of Cuba and have pacified the island, it 
will be necessary to give aid and direction to its people to form a government 
for themselves, This should be undertaken at the earliest moment consistent 
with safety and assured success. It la important that our relations with this 
people shah be of the most friendly character and our commercial relations close 
and reciprocal. It should be our duty to assist in every proper way to bulld 
up the waste places of the island, encourage the industry of the people, and as- 
sist them to form a government which shall be free and independent, thus re- 
alizing the best aspirations of the Cuban people. Spanish rule must be replaced 
by a just, benevolent and humane government, created by the people.”

conference which it is contemplated to 
assemble with a view to discussing the 
means of accomplishing so desirable a re- 


legislation concerning the Hawaiian Islands 
as they should deem necessary or proper. 
The commissioners having fulfilled the mis- 
sion confided to them, their report will be 
laid before you at an corly day. It is be- 
lieved that their recommendations will have 
the earnest consideration due to the magmni- 
tude of the responsibility resting upon you 
to give such shape to the relationship of 
those mid-Pacific lands to our home union 
as will benefit both in the highest degree, 
realizing the aspirations of the community 
that has cest its lot with us and elected 
to share our political heritage, while at the 
same time justifying the foresight of those 
who for a quarter of a century have 
looked to the assimilation of Hawall as a 
natural and inevitable consummation, in 
harmony with our needs and in fulfillment 
of our cherished traditions. 

The questions heretofore pending between 
Hawali and Japan, growing out of the al- 
leged mistreatment of Japanese treaty im- 
migrants, were. I am pleased to say, ad- 
justed before the act of transfer by the 
payment of a reasonable indemnity to the 
Government of Japan. 

Under the provisions of the joint resolu- 
tion the existing customs relations of the 
Hawalian Islands with the United States 
and with other countriee remain un- 
changed until legislation. shall otherwise’ 
provide. The consuls of Hawail here and 
in foreign countries continue to fulfill their 
commercial agencies, while the United 
States Consulate at Honolulu i¢6 main- 
tained for all proper services pertaining to 
trade and the revenue. It would be desira- 
ble that all foreign Consuls tn the Ha- 
wallan Islands should receive new exequa- 
turs from this Government. 

The attention of Congress ts called to the 
fact that our consular offices having ceased 
to exist in Hawal!l and being about to 
cease in other countries coming under the 
sovereignty of the United States the pro- 
American seamen in these coun- 
in consequence terminate. It is proper, 
that new legislation should be 
enacted upon this subject in order to meet 
the changed condition.

The claims of owners of American sailing 
vessels for seizure by Russian cruisers in 
Bering Sea, are being pressed to a settle- 
ment. The equities of the case justify the 
expectation that a measure of reparation 
will eventually be accorded in 
yee precedent and in the light of proven 
acts. 

The recommendation made in my special 
message of April 27 last is renewed, that an 
appropriation be made to reimburse the 
masters and owners of the Russian bark 
Hans for wrongful arrest of the master 
and detention of the vessel in February, 
1896, y officers of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the Bouthern District of 
Mississippl. The papers accompanying my 
message make out a most meritorious claim 
and justify the urgency with which it has 
soem presented by the Government of Rus- 
sia. 


Malieta Laupepa, King of Samoa, died 
Aug. 2 last. According to Article 1 of the 
eneral act of Berlin, “his successor shall 
> duly elected according to the laws and 
customs of Samoa,”” Arrangements having 
been agreed upon between the sign ries

Kindly let me know what milk is the best for a 
baby two months old. How to make it up. That 
is. how etrong and how much and bow often to 
give it. R. C. 

Top milk, eight ounces; barley water, 16 
ounces; milk sugar, eix heaping teaspoon- 
fule, or cane sugar, four. To make the bar- 


barley flour. Add one-half pint of water; 
add a Little salt and cook 20 minutes. This 
food should’ be given about as warm as 
breast milk, and a child at this age should 
be fed at intervals of two and a half hours. 
The quantity for your baby ehhould be about 
three and a half ounces at each feeding. 


What is your opinion as to sterilized milk? Is 
it as easy to digest as ordinary milk? 
YOUNG MATRON, 

Sterilized milk is not so easily digested 
as raw mék. Milk is sterilized to remove 
dangerous germs. Consult your physician 
before giving it to your baby. To eterilize 
milk properly you must have a sterilizer, 
with bottles to fit in the rack. Fill the bot- 
tles with fresh milk, fasten them with a 
cotton plug, stand them in the sterilizer 
and sterilize for one hour. 


My baby is very thin. It {s a bottle babr. I 
shonld like te know what Is the best flesh-forming 
food. Buby is well and 10 months old. 

AN ANXIOUS MOTHER. 

Pure milk, properly diluted, is the best 
fleéh-forming food for babies, Dilute it 
with barley water. It is const’tutional for 
some baebies to be lean.

See to it that the baby is well protected 
everywhere. The child is, I suppose, In long 
clothes.

Sometimes im- 
proper nournishment will induce cold in 
children. but a baby nursed at the breaet 
should be exempt from colds, generally 
speaking. For the cold in head and chest 
rub on bridge of nose, forehead and chest 
every night a little warm olive oil. For 
pains in stomach eive him warm eweetened 
dill or caraway water, a half teaspoonful 
at a t.me., 


Should cow's” het be given to an infant un- 
diluted? YOUNG MOTHER. 

No; dilute it with about one-third of 
warm water, sweeten to taste and put in it 
a small pinch of salt. For a young orn 
the mixture should be of the same tem- 
perature as the natural milk, about 6 de- 
grees Fahrenheit.

New York Disaster Proves 
Fireproofs Not Fireproof. 


BEST APPARATUS 
FOR FIGHTING FAILS. 


EFFORT TO EXTINGUISH THE 
BLAZE ABOVE THE NINTH 
STORIES PROVES USELESS. 


BURSTING OF A GAS MAIN 
CAUSES CONFLAGRATION. 


One Fourteen-Story Building and One 
Sixteen-Story Building Suffer 
Damage That Practically 
Puts Them in Ruin.

NDPW YORK, Dec. 6.—Tenants and own- 
ers Of sky-scraping fire-proof buildings are 
in a eemi-panic to-day. A disastrous fire 
in the Home Life Building in Broadway 
opposite the City Hall demonstrated that 
such structures ere dangerous to a de- 
gree not dreamed of outside of the fire de- 
partments which have long been opposed 
to them. 

A jarge force of firemen I!s still busy pour- 
ing water on the buildings involved in the 
big Broadway fire last night. 

eDputy Chief Crocker stated that {fn his 
opinion the losses would not be as heavy as 
was at first estimated, He places the total 
loss at $500,000. 

k, J. Cochran, night superintendent of 
the Postal elegraph Co., said to-day that 
none of the wires of the Company were 
damaged. 

The Home Bullding was of sixteen stor- 
fes 750 feet tall. It wae a steel structure 
built in the usual fire-proof style with the 
minimum of wood. It was filled with of- 
tices, all free of explosives and compbusti- 
bles. When, however, flames from the tire 
raging in Rogers, Peet & Co's. clothing 
é6tore, adjoinjng, burst in at the ninth 
story the lire went through the seven up- 
per stories with an ease and persistence 
that was amazing. ‘Through doors, win- 
dows and shafts the flames had full sway. 
The Fire Department was utterly helpless. 

The city has the most powertul engines 
and the best equipped water towers in the 
country, yet it was impossible to: put a 
stream above the ninth floor. The result 
was that the flames ate their way from 
floor to floor, affording one of the most 
spectacular sights witnessed here in years. 
In other ways the fire demonstrated the 
great risk to life and property there is in 
such buildings. For a time the janitor 
whose family lives, as do the families of 
all janitors of big office buildings here, on 
the top floor, was able to work an elevator. 
He rescued his family and aided the fire- 
men for a time, but the intense heat warped 
the steel rope and girders until the elevator 
was useless. It was abandoned half way 
down, and firemen and janitor escaped by 
the stairway, which had even become very 
hot. 


Only one other means of escape was af- 
forded, the stationary ladder on the outside 
of the wall. Few men and fewer women 
live who could descend one of these ladders 
16 stories. The firemen’s ladders could only 
be worked safely to the tenth floor. Had 
the fire occurred in the daytime when the 
offices were crowded, the panic, if not loss 
of life, must have been appalling. There 
are 1800 persons employed in the building. 

How badly the steel structure is dam- 
aged cannot be learned until a scientific 
examination is made. As the seven getories 
were a raging furnace for five hours and 
were burning three hours longer, the result 
of the examination will be awaited with 
great interest. The night will be made 
memorable by this fire and the storm that 
raged during the first two hours of its du- 
ration. The wind was blowing 75 miles 
an hour and a driving rain was fallin 
when flames were seen in the cellar o 
Rogers, Peet & Co.'s store at Broadway 
and Warren street. A bursted gas main 
possibly started the blaze. 

With eurprising speed this building was 
destroyed from cellar to roof. The heat 
broke the glass in the Home Life Building 
and through the windows the flame swept. 
Then one by one the upper floors caught 
until the seven floors were a@ vast furnace, 
Five alarms were turned in for the fire. 
This brought out 30 engines, elg@ht hook and 
ladder trucks and two water toweré, prac- 
tically all of the Fire Department from 
Forty-second street to the Battery. The 
fire engines throw an average of 200 and the 
water towers 600 gallons a minute. The 
engines and one water tower played on 
the fire continuously from 10 p. m. to 2 
a. m. his makes an average of 2,000,000 
gallons of water thrown upon the blaze 
up to that hour. A fewer number of en- 
gines continued pumping for several hours. 

The loss will be $2,000,000. 


Fire Commiesioner Scannell, in discussing 
the fire, says: “The fire-proof building gen- 
erally is not fireproof at all, as the case of 
the Home Life building will show. This 
building was supposed to be absolutely 


fireproof, yet it caught fire as ra idly as 
any building in the neighborhod. What is 
more, once afire, the fireproof building is 
the hardest sort to fight in. Owing to the 
yveculiar construction the heat becomes un- 

earable, the walls are so constructed that 
they defy axes, and invariable the floors are 
eo arranged that it is almost impossible to 
handle hose in the halls.” 

During the fire Broadway was roped off 
by the police and cable cars were not able 
to run. A great crowd gathered in the 
etreet to watch the blaze and the operations 
of the firemen. The Rogers, Peet & Co. 
bulldine’s ruin, with all its contents is com- 
plete, though the walls stand. Its destruc- 
tion wae very 4 an hour completing 
the wreck. The Home Life building was 
fireproof only to the extent that its fron 
frame stood firmly, but the Interior burned 
flercely. 

The occupants of the insurance and tel- 
graphic buticdings had ample warning of 
danger, and there were no casualities or 
panic. The elevators were run until all 
persons got out safely. 

A gun store on Warren street, in the 
rear of Rogers, Peet & Co. gave the fire- 
men much anxiety, but was saved by hard 
work. It contained much ammunition. The 
Merchants Exchange National Rank occu- 
pied the etreet floor of the insurance build- 
ing and the insurance company the BeC- 
ond floor. The damage sustained by them 
is not vet known. ’ 

At davlight this morning Broadway was 
«till closed to pedestrians and wagons. 
The Warren 6treet wal! of the Rogers. Peet 

Co. building has fallen inward but the 
Broadway street front stood ina perilous 
state of dilapidation and the authorities 
may not open the street unt!] the wrecked 
frame of the building ts taken down. 

Firemen are still throwing water on the 
Rogers-f eet ruins. The deetruction of this 
building and its contents is absolute and 
everything in the eight upper floors of the 
Hiome Insurance building must have been 
consumed. Except for broken windows the 
top of the Postal Telegraph building as 
seen from the streets, seems little hurt.

Although he rode a good race, he would 
probably have been beaten had not Arthur 
Gardiner and several other riders fallen 
at the final. The time made was 2:24 3-5. 
The racé was very exciting until the ac- 
ident. It lost all interest when Gardiner, 
who is a great favorite, fell. 


In the hour match race between Elkee 
and Tayloure, Elkes won easily. Never 
from the time of the pistol shot until the 
finish did the Frenchman make the Ameri- 
can ride. When the shot was fired Elkes 
jumped to the front and before the riders 
had gone a mile he had gained half a lap. 
He continued to gain until the finish and 
at several stages was going so fast the 
Frenchman had to jump his pace makers 
to keep up. At the finish Elkes was over 
a mile ahead of his rival and had made 
27 miles and 11 yvards in one hour. The 
oeen is 34 miles and 1220 yards held by 
<lkes. 

J. B. Schreiber, defeated J. N. Ertz, the 
former national amateur champion, in the 
one mile indoor amateur championship.

It is the play of 
the age. It is far and away more interest- 
ing than any of the other romantic dramas 
that have entertained playgzoers, 

So many persons have read the play or 
the book that was built from it, that it 1s 
difficult to know how much of the argu- 
ment it Is necessary to give in order that 
the review may be intelligent, but here goes 
for a little of the play and a Httle of the 
historical facts upon which it was 
founded: 

Karly in the sixteenth century when 
Louis XIII. was King of France and his 
Queen, Anne of Austria,loved Buckingham 
of England, and Richelieu loved her and 
strove to bend her to his will, there was a 
poet and soldier in Paris named Cyrano de 
Bergerac. He was a Gascon, brave, vain, 
talented and fierce. He had a big nose, a 
sensitive nature, a bitter tongue and great 
skill with the sword. He fought at the 
drop of a hat and would drop it himself. 
He appears to have been a good deal of 
a buily and he placed the death penalty on 
any reference to his nose. 

This character Rostand {dealizes and 
makes into a hero, who combines the good 
qualities of D’Artaznan and Jean Valjean. 
He loves a woman, but he has no hope of 
winning her because he regards his nose 
as a deformity that must render him re- 
pulsive. She requests an interview with 
him under circumstances that indicate that 
She does love him. He is so elated that he 
Seizes an opportunity to do battle with a 
hundred men. He kills eight of them and 
puts the others to flight. Then he meets 
Roxane—his love, She tells him that she 
loves; that the man is a cadet in his regi- 
ment; that he is brave. All this is con- 
firmation of his hope, Then she adds that 
he is handsome. The scales fall from (‘y- 
rano’s eyes. He knows he has cherished a 
delusion, Roxane teils him the name of 
the man she loves. He is a Northerner 
who has joined the Gascon Cadets. It is 
the custom of the cadets to force a quar- 
rel upon any recruit who is not a Gascon. 
Roxane asks Cyrano to protect Christian. 
He puts away his own love with a sacri- 
fice that is Christ-like in its entirety, and 
promises. He meets Christian, who, be- 
ing a spirited youngster, determines to 
show the arrogant Gascong that a man 
from the North may have courage. He 
deliberately insults Cyrano, he hero 
drives al] others from the room, tells 
Christian that he is beloved by Roxane, 
and that he—Cyrano—ts her brotherly cous- 
in. Christian despairs of retaining her af- 
fection because he has no gift of eloquence, 
and she is a woman of great wit and ap- 
preciation of learning. Cyrano offers tv 
furnish the intellect for the wooing. He 
will write her love letters and Christian 
shall thave the credit for them. Cyrano 
pours out his whole soul to Roxane, and 
she grows to love Christian for what she 
thinks he is. There is a personal inter- 
view, and Christian shows his stupidity. 

toxane leaves him in disgust, Cyrano 
comes to the rescue. Roxane is on a bal- 
cony, and Cyrano stands in the shadow 
and talks for Christian. His impassioned 
words stir Roxane’s soul to the depths. 
(Christian breaks in and asks for a kias. 
Cyrano must plead for it for him. THe 
does it. though in lame fashion, hoping 
in his heart of hearts that it will be de- 
nied. But Roxane has been so moved by 
what sne supposes ts Christian’s eloquence 
she can deny him nothing. She bids him 
climb up on the baleony. It is Christian's 
Innings. He gets the kiss born of a pas- 
sion that Cyrano'’s subtle tongue has kin- 
died. Cyrano looks on and suffers. Then
